1. Claims 12-18 and 29-1 12 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to nonelected groups II- VI, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 4.

3. Claims 1, 19, and 24 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Agiman 
(5,266,884). 

Agiman discloses a power supply controller circuit having the current input circuit 
generating an enable/disable signal in relationship with a threshold having a hysteresis 
and the power supply controller to activate and deactivate the power supply in response 
to the enable/disable signal. 

4. Claims 1-5 and 19-24 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Levin et al 
(5,841,313). 

Levin et al discloses a power supply controller circuit having the current input circuit
